! luring Noveabcr 1963 


1* Venezuelan Communist terrorists have bcm using 
violence for setae tic© to attain the ouster of the demo- 
cratic government of President Setaacoart. They used the 
save wet hod in unsuccessful attempts to sabotage the i 
December elections, and they can he expected to use their 
extremist measures in the next few mouths in trying to 
prevent the inauguration of President -elect haul Leoni 
on 2 March 1964. 

2, ‘Hiring November 1963, Venezuelan terrorists aimed 
principally at sabotaging or discrediting the ©lections. 
Extremist groups stopped up their activity In the latter 
half of November, reach inw a new all-tin® intensity be- 
tween 19 and 22 Movtaaber. Although the number of inci- 
deiits t hm\ dropped, % <m@ of the west spectacular act* 
occurred after 22 Nov er.be r • Those include the sending 
of packaged boobs to the chief presidential candidates 
ana a US Embassy official, the hi jacking of a Venezuelan 
Arens a commercial airliner, and the kidnapping of !,t. 
t.ol* Jiffies K* Chonault, Deputy Chief of the US Army His- 
sion. Chenault has not yet been released. The group 
which hijacked the plane dropped anti-election leaflets 
from it and then forced the pilot to fly to Trinidad. 

3* The bulk of the attacks wore on police me mili- 
tary Installations and personnel, on political parties 
mi their headquarters, candidates and rallies, and oh 
public communication and transportation facilities. At- 
tacks or !?S-ow»ed property were numerous, Among the US- 
©ww«d targets were Installations of Pan American Airways, 
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HP! Vews Agoncv, Fepsi Cola, Coca Cola, 0*iF«m t Corpora- 
tion, Firestone Tiro Coapany, tUM Corporation, Colgate- 
Palmolive Company, General Electric Coop any, oil eompaaias, 
gasoline stations, and supermarkets.
